Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD contains a feature that has previously been classified in Australia and cross-rated by 
the Film and Video Labelling Body as M, with the descriptive note 'Contains violence and 
offensive language'. 

The extra material includes a number of gag reels and bloopers, three trailers, and a number of 
deleted scenes. The deleted scenes have stronger content and altogether have a harsher tone than 
the feature. In particular, the increased extent and degree of the sexual content and highly 
offensive language require the DVD to be given a higher classification than the original feature. A 
restriction on the availability of the DVD to teenagers and adults will be sufficient to minimise 
the risk of injury to the public good while keeping it available to its intended audience. 

This restriction is a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression contained in the Bill of 
Rights, and is demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. It is the minimum 
restriction that can be applied in order to prevent injury to the public good.
